Good Book Inventory 

The Trustees of Dickinson Mem- 
oria: library have recently concluded 
the making of an inventory of the 
books to be found on the shelves of 
the library. Jt was a painstaking 
undertaking and every book was 
counted and checked and the grand 
total is 10,395 volumes. Of this num- 
ber there were 1,469 volumes of child- 
rens books, of which 1,089 were 
fiction and 380 non-fiction. There 
were found to be 8,926 books for 
adult use, of which 3,299 were fiction 
and 5,627 non-fiction. Thus the lib- 
rary becomes more and more a valu- 
able reservoir for reading material. 
On the day when the count was made 
there were 356 books in circulation. 
The trustees of the library include 
Rev. Rebert Bonner Jack, Prof. Hor- 
ace H. Morse, Miss Ina C. Merriman, 
Mrs. Mary G. Parker, Miss Mercy A. 
Brann and Joseph W. Field. Migs 
Lucy M. Eleveth is the librarian.

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Growing But Slow 

An unofficial tabulation of the fig- 
ures of the recent census-of the state 
gives Franklin county a population of 
$51,075 persons in its 26 towns. This 
is an increase of 1,622 over the Fed- 
eral census of five years ago but only 
an increase of 35 over the state census 
of 1935. Greenfield has 17,020 per- 
sons; Montague 7,596; Orange 5,762; 
Deerfield 3,088 and Northfield 2,064. 
Northfield is the 5th town in the 
county in population. In 1935 we 
were credited, with 1,950 persons, in 
1940 with 1,975 and now with 2,064 or 
an increase of 69 in five years. The 
town can be compared to a “big boy”, 
still growing in his teens and am- 
bitious of his future.
